'j'H E Red army’s continued der* 
astatine stabs Into the very 
vitals df the German front—the 
cumulative effects of which tim 
en to tear the Hitlerite line loose 
from its anchors and force It into 
dangerous retreat once more—pro­ 
vide an important and significant 
setting for the Moscow conference 
of the foirign ministers of Russia, 
America and Britain which is due 
to assemble at any.moment now. • 
The Muscovites have let It be 
known in blunt terms that the ini­ 
tial item on the agenda isn’t to be 
political but is military. They in­ 
sist that first there must be agree- 
blent about thd business of winning 
the war, which Includes the “second 
front” that the Soviet long has de­ 
manded. 
This has the formidable backing 
of the situation which the Red 
offensive is creating. It enables 
the Soviet to reiterate the theme 
that the time for the Allies to 
slam Hitler with everything they 
have ta when he’s rocking on his 
beek.

IN advancing arguments to sub­ 
stantiate this stand 
Moscow 
even can call on the authoritative 
German periodical, Das Schwarse 
Gestapo Chief Himmler. 
This paper dares tell the people 
of the reich that the Nasi retreat 
in Russia has resulted In "a tre­ 
mendous loss of political prestige 
for Germany, a loss which now 
troubles many of us.” 
Some would say that pure coin­ 
cidence accounts for the unpre­ 
cedented Red drive through the 
autumn 
deluge and deep mud 
(theoretically an almost impossi­ 
ble feat) just as the representatives 
cf the big three are due to begin 
^helr delicate task. 
Be that aa it may. we at least 
can agree that the Russians well 
may consider they haye dealt them­ 
selves a most useful hand. 
However, the Allies also have 
new and striking successes, which 
are huge contributions to the united 
war effort, to lay os the table. 
Those include Italy's declaration 
of war against her former German 
ally, Portugal’s grant of an lnvaln 
able base In the A so reg, the steady 
northward grind of American and 
British armies on the Italian pen 
insula and the crippling of Hitler’s 
industrial war effort by the fierc­ 
est aerial bombardment the war 
has produced. 
SINCE all these things setn 
bound to enter the debate at an 
early stage, it’s good to know that 
the conference Is in the hands of 
three such experienced diplomats 
as Cordell Hull. Anthony Eden and 
Vyacheslav Molotov. 
We are en­ 
couraged to believe, also that there 
is a real desire on the part of all 
the big three to reach an under­ 
standing. 
Fresh indication of this is seen 
in the agreement to accept Marshal 
Badoglio’e 
government, 
on 
tbs 
basis that after the war the Italian 
people shall be free to choose what­ 
ever form of democratic govern­ 
ment they want. 
This means that the old form of 
government won’t be imposed on 
the Italian people against their 
will and that the big three will 
keep hands off when Italy is ready 
-to make its choice. That’s mighty 
important, for Russia and the An­ 
glo-American allies have been fear­ 
ful of each other’s possible polit­ 
ical activities among the European 
nations. 
IF the military situation does come 
up for first consideration it will 
put a somewhat peculiar complex­ 
ion on the conference, since the 
business of foreign ministers obvi­ 
ously isn’t military affaire. 
Still, they have had to consider 
the broad issues of war many 
times in their own cabinets and 
with advice from their respective 
capitals could deal with the broad 
principles of the war effort. 
Perhaps it would come up at 
once, as the Soviet desires. 
It strikes me that this probably 
is the most important problem of 
the moment and that once this is 
solved it will be possible to iron 
out other differences. 
In 
short, 
post-war 
relations 
among the big three are likely to 
hang on the present decision about 
military cooperation. 
The representatives of the big 
three are setting out to forge a 
hinge upon which peace will swing.

LONDON, Oct. 15 — The Ger­

The Fortresses, with their fight­ 
er escorts, downed at least 104 
enemy planes as a gigantic air 
battle—probably the greatest ever 
fought over the continent—raged 
for two hours all the way from the 
European coast to the targets in 
central Germany and back again 
While no detaik of the opposi 
tion tactics were disclosed offici­ 
ally, numerous American crewmen 
told of encountering swarths of 
single-engine Nazi 
fighters and 
also the twin-engined craft on 
which the new German rocket ap­ 
paratus is chiefly mounted. 
72 Acres Blasted 
The Fortresees destroyed 91 ene­ 
my aircraft and possibly 42 more 
Thunderbolts escorting them part 
of the way on the 500-mile trip 
added another 13 and three prob­ 
ables.

"Without the slightest hesitation, 
I would say our boys encountered 
the stiffest and fiercest fighter 
opposition in the history of aerial

"What we did to the Germans 
yesterday will be felt severely—

The 60 heavy bombers announced 
officially as missing constitute the 
greatest loss ever Inflicted upon 
the Allied air forces by the Nazis 
in a single raid. 
Falls Short Of Record 
It exceeded by one the 59 lost 
by the Americans Aug. 18 in the 
two-pronged raid on Schweinfurt 
and Regensburg when formations 
hitting the latter target made their 
celebrated shuttle trip to Africa. 
The R.A.F. lost its greatest num­ 
ber. 58, in a night attack on Ber­ 
lin Aug. 23.

CIO BLASTS SALES TAX, 
WARNS OF PAY DEMAND 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 — President Philip Murray of the CIO 
blasted away today at proposals for a national retoll sales tax, bluntly 
warning that if such a levy becomes law labor will demand wage in­ 
creases “to make up for this unjustified wage cut.” 
The proposed sales tax levy would be equivalent of a military 
defeat,” be told the bouse ways 
and means committee, considering 
new tax legislation. 
Economic Stabilization Director 
Fred M. Vinson previously told the 
tax-framing body a IO percent eales 
tax would cause an 8 percent rise 
in the cost of living and that sub­ 
sequent demands for wage and 
price increases would break the 
“hold-the-line” wartime economic 
policy, opening the way for wild in­ 
flation. 
Supporters of the .tax contend it 
would deter inflation. 
Murray, who said he represented 
5,000,000 working men and women, 
stated: 
‘We are opposed absolutely to 
the imposition of any sales tax. 
“The sales tax la directed at the 
low income group. It is the worker 
and bis family that spend virtually 


all of their money just to keep 
themselves alive. 
“They are to have their full in­ 
come in effect taxed under this 
moat vicious type of legislation. 
High income groups that spend 
only a portion of their Income for 
food, clothing and other necessl 
ties are to have jnst that small 
percentage taxed, whereas the rest 
of their income may be continued 
to be amassed for further concen­ 
tration of wealth in their hands. 
"A sales tax is an Imposition 
of a national wage cut bearing 
most heavily on the low income 
groups. Such a tax would be a vio­ 
lation of the obligation given by 
this government to the working 
people of America that wages and 
prices are to be stabilized as of 
their relationship which prevailed 
Sept IS. 1942.”

Gen. Henry H. Arnold, army air 
forces commander, has observed— 
apparently with the new B-29 in 
mind—that the Liberators and Fly­ 
ing Fortresses were the “last of 
the small bombers.” 
Charles E. Wilson, war produc­ 
tion board executive vice chair­ 
man. said production of the new 
bombers, which are designed for 
use over Europe, will not mean 
tapering off of the big planes now 
being used. Wilson said that pro­ 
duction of bombers, exclusive of 
the new super-planes, will have in­ 
creased eight times next April 
over last April’s figures.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 — The 
house banking committee readied 
Iteaf today tor a fight rn the 
subsidy Issue after denying the 
Commodity Credit Corp, the right 
to finance such price roll-backs la 
the future. 
With the Republican members 
supporting the prohibition solidly, 
the action came on a vote bf 
16 to IO and trumpeted round two 
of the battle between the admin!# 
tration and foes of its subsidy 
roll-back program. 
Round one earlier this year 
ended in victory for President 
Roosevelt. 
Then be ve'toed a Simi 
Jar measure, and congress poet 
poned antu now a final decision by 
giving the CCC a temporary lease 
on life nntil January I of next 
year. 
While approving an 18-month ex­ 
tension yesterday the banking com 
mlttee voted down the agency’s 
request for an increase in its bor­ 
rowing authority from $3,000,000, 
OOO to $1.500,OOO,OOO. 
The CCC would be allowed to 
sell some perishable commodities 
at any price it desired lf necessary 
to prevent losses. 
The committee’s subsidy ban 
would permit a program now under­ 
way to continue until the end of 
the year, but wonld prevent insti­ 
tution of new ones. 
It also wonld forbid the fixing of 
ceiling prices below the level of 
support prices. 
The latter are 
prices at which the CCC agrees to 
buy farm produce. 
So booed was the language of 
the ban that it wonld prevent not 
only the CCC but “any other gov­ 
ernmental agency” from using its 
funds for subsidies on agriculture 
products,, including milk and live­ 
stock. 
Chairman Steagall (D) of Ala­ 
bama said the measure probably 
will not reach the house floor be­ 
fore the week beginning October 25.

The gigantic dam Is situated at 
the lower end of the Dnieper rapids 
north of Zaporoshe. It generated 
power for the whole industrial area 
of the Ukraine. 
Hope To Stoll Rode 
By blowing up the great dam, the 
Germans evidently hoped to stall 
the Russian advance westward and 
to prevent entrapment of garri­ 
sons in the Crimea, believed to 
number more than 100,000 troops. 
Meanwhile Melitopol, |5 miles to 
the south, has been isolated by 
other Soviet columns and its fall 
is expected hourly, tim Russian 
communique indicated. 
Additional Soviet forces are re­ 
ported converging on the western 
tip of the Taman peninsula In the 
Caucasus, preparatory to launching 
a powerful amphibious attack on 
the Crimea, across toe twoenlle- 
wide Kerch strait.

Italian Action Removes One 


Of Barriers To Accord

LONDON. Oct. IS—It is expected 
here that the Moscow “Big Three” 
conference will open within the 
next few days. 
Previous forecasts have been 
that U. S. Secretary of State Cor­ 
dell Hull and British Foreign Sec^ 
rotary Anthony Eden would open 
sessions with Soviet leaders by 
mid-October but transportation dif­ 
ficulties may delay the meetings 
a few days. 
One of the main causes of ir­ 
ritation between the Soviet Union, 
tbe United States and Great Brit­ 
ain appeared to have been removed 
with Moscow#’ acceptance of Mar­ 
shal Bsdoglio’s Italian government. 
Tbe Joint declaration of the

Today And Tomorrow 


Bases Without Alliance Are Useless To America 
And It Is Time Traveling Senators’ Realize I 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 


N 
OW that the traveling senators 
have seen the greet American 
overseas bases which have been 
constructed during the war, they 
would serve the country well lf 
they made it their next business 
to underhand 
what 
they 
have 
seen, 
A serious discussion of the fu 
ture of these bases is long over­ 
due and It bas been a serious fault 
of British and American diplomacy 
that this critical problem has been 
neglected co long. 
For the baees raise in their 
m olt concrete and practical form 
the real issues of our foreign 
policy, 
If these Issues are not dealt 
with wisely and soon they will 
continue to be agitated foolishly 
and Ignorantly. 
The great fact about this war Is 
that, eo far as we are concerned, 
we have had to wage so much of 
tha war from bafta which are sot 
In American territory. 
This is as true of the war in 
the Pacific as it Is of the war 
against Germany. Yet for some 
strange reason there ara not a 
few of our people who eannot 
seem to remember that when we 
were driven out of our own bases 
at Wake, Guam and In the Philip­ 
pines we fell beck upon the Brit­ 
ish Commonwealth 
and 
Umpire 
and upon the French Umpire. 
THU baaea, which the eenators 
caw and are conoanted about, 
are situated in British and French 
territory across Africa, in India. 
In Australia and New Zealand and 
along tha chain of Islands which 
connect Hawaii with Australia. 
When Gen. MacArthur retreated 
from 
Bataan he retreated 
Into 
British territory in order to re­ 
build his forces for the roconqueet 
of the Philippines. 
If, after Pear] Harbor, Britain 
had not also been at war with 
Japan and had not brought Brit­ 
ish territory Into the war, we 
should be fighting Japan from the 
obviously Inadequate bases in Ha­ 
waii and Alaska. Gen. Cbennault 
and Gen. Stilwell and all of China 
would be 10,000 miles beyond our 
reach as we could not get to tham 
from British India. 
So when we talk about the fu­ 
ture of bases in the Pacific, let 
us not for an instant forget that 
we would not be able to fight 
Japan from those bases if Britain 
were not our ally. 
Yet there are senator* who teem 
to think that after this war it 
will be possible for us to keep 
the bases without continuing the 
British alliance. This Is total non­ 
sense, and the sotmer they real lie 
It the better. 
(Borne of them teem to have 
fixed their eyes upon the island 
stepping stones from Hawaii to 
Australia. 
But the most elementary knowl­ 
edge of military strategy ought to 
make 
them 
realise 
that 
these 
Islands are valuable only es the 
stepping stones to Australia and 
New Zealand. 
Without these British nations 
as our allies at the other end, tbe 
stepping stones would be as use­ 
less and as unsafa as a bridge 
built way out across a big river 
but never connected with the other 
shore. 


N 
OW, no one. I suppose, Is so 
Idiotic as to think that we 
would desire, or that the Austral 
laos would eede to us, basts OU 
the Australian continent. 
That being the case, the little 
stepping stone island* are in them 
selves of virtually no 
military 
vtlu# unless we have a firm mili­ 
tary understanding with Australia. 
In other words, It is the alii 
anes which makes tbs basts tm 
portent. The bases without the 
alliance are a bridge hanging In 
mid-elr. 
The seme principle holds la re­ 
gard to basos In fee Atlantic. Ice­ 
land, 
Greenland, 
Newfoundland 
are vital to tbe defense of tbe 
North American continent. 
But what real military value 
would they have lf we could not 
oount'absolutely upon the support 
of the British Isles In the de­ 
fense of these outposts? 
W ithout 
the 
eubstanoe 
and 
reality of an alliance with tbe 
sea and air power of Great Brl 
tain, Iceland Is a military Uabil 
ity. With Britain, It Is a vital link 
in the chain of our eommon accur 
ity-

Now, ones tbe senators have 
faced that faet, they are bound to 
see that there is no point In agi­ 
tating themselves about any p a r 
tlcular bas*. 
If we continua our alliances, we 
can obtain, by reciprocal agree­ 
ment. of course, not only the use 
of all the bases that could conceiv­ 
ably Interest us, but also the sup­ 
port of powerful countries lf ever 
we have to us* theta bases la a 
war, 
It follows that to nagotlats about 
the future of the bates is to nego­ 
tiate about the bone and sinew of 
the alliances which ars necessary 
to the security of th* American 
republics. 
Without the necessary alliances.

way obtain tbe certain use of tbe 
Indispensable strategic bases.

To Date They Have Been Light, But 


The Loss Of Just One American Boy 


Seems Major Sorrow To Us

OUR losses at Salerno, ae announced by the war 
department, were not light and yet they 
were not ae heavy ae many of our people had 
been sadly expecting from the correspondents* 
descriptions of the fighting. It was feared a very 
large number of Gen. Mark Clark's men had been 
killed. 
The roll of dead in four weeks of fighting runs 
to BU, with 5.428 wounded and 2.368 missing, our 
casualties being somewhat greater than those 
Of the British units under Clark’s command. Many 
of the missing probably survive as prisoners. 
8o far, our total casualties In this war remain, 
thank heaven, proportionately lighter than la 
World W ar I, with the volume of disease, which 
In all our wars up to the present eonfUet has 
been costlier to us in human life than the enemy 
bullets, far less. 
A short time ago our casualties were some* 
thing more than 100,000, but the number includ­ 
ed 30,000 prisoners In the Philippines and sev- 
era! thousand beld elsewhere. This is not an 
excessively heavy casualty list for a war that 
ha* been going on nearly two years, a* military 
tnen Judge such things. 


t N World War I, In which our troops were an* 
a gaged actively only a few months, tha num­ 
ber killed in action was 37.514, with 12.924 dying 
of wounds suffered in action. The not mortally 
wounded numbered 182,622. Our total casualties 
were 364,8000. We never listed more than 4,500 
as prisoners, or missing. 
Th* American army In World War T totaled 
4,856,000, but less than half that number saw 
•arrie* overseas. The present army Is ut least 
twice as large and it is believed that upward 
of 3.000,000 men are abroad In Europe and in the 
Pacific, though the number engaged In the fight­ 
ing to date I* nowhere near the total In either 
area. 
The Untied States navy, which lost 871 officer* 
and men in World War I, has been much more 
actively engaged In this war than It was In ’17- 
'18 and figures largely In tho casualty list. Ita 
killed, wounded and miasing run well into five 
figures. 
While the machinery for killing vastly has ad­ 
vanced since th* last time tho nation went to 
war, this happens to be a war of movement 
In most areas, and a war of movement generally 
•bows fewer casualties than an Immobile war 
Uke th* last one. Only In Russia has Verdun, 
with its 1,000,000 killed on both sides, been para­ 
lleled, if not exceeded. 


pU S8IA , Which had 1,700.000 dead In World 
Tx 
w ar I, is again tho greatest sufferer among 
the Allies In World War II. The losses of the 
Germans must be enormous now, possibly al­ 
ready as great ae their 1,773,700 dead In the 
other war, mostly In the Russian campaign. 
We have no definite line on Japanese losses, 
except that we know they have been severe. Ja­ 
pan may wind up with the heaviest lose In dead 
of all because the J'aps rarely surrender. 
Bloodiest war in which this nation ever en­ 
gaged wa* the one among our own people. Th# 
fighting was at closer quarters than in modern 
warfare and hand-to-hand combat between masses 
of troops was common. At Shiloh more than 10,000 
were killed or wounded on each side, a heavy 
percentage of the numbers engaged, and at 
Gettysburg the Federals lost 3,072 killed and 
14,497 wounded, the Confederates 2,592 killed 
and 12,709 wounded. 
But my view of war is that just one American 
boy killed in action Is a fearfully heavy casualty*

Stringent Control Goes Into 


Effect All Over Country 


“In countries where slave labor 
exists today tihere is no free press 
and in countries where there is a 
free press there is no slave la­ 
bor.” 
This was the keynote sounded 
at the Kiwanis club's meeting in 
Travelers hotel Thursday 
noon 
when the organization marked Na 
tional Newspaper week, with Era 
est H. Fisk, managing editor of 
The Review, the speaker. 
“Freedom of the press is not 
something guaranteed to a cer 
tain group of buaineasmen whose 
first interest is, of course, to con 
duct 
profitable 
business 
enter 
prises,” the speaker said. “Free­ 
dom of the press is a guarantee 
to the people—to you—that you 
have the right to subscribe to any 
newspaper you desire, or to refuse 
to subscribe. 
“If you do not like what news­ 
papers and magazines print,” he 
continued, “you have the right to 
publish your own opinions. That’s 
not so difficult nor so expensive 
today, for recent developments in 
stencil printing machines mean 
that almost any citizen can afford 
to publish bis opinions. 
Freedom of the press means 
the right to praise or criticise 
This works both ways. You can 
praise or criticize your newspaper 
just as the newspapers can praise 
or. criticize you. 
“Your newspaper can praise or 
criticize a public official, or you 
can. Likewise the official, in turn, 
can praise or criticize your news­ 
paper, or you.” 
The editor traced the early his­ 
tory of press freedom in America, 
pointing out that in 1735 (in the 
John Peter Zenger case) a jury 
first decreed that a citizen must 
always have the right to publish 
his opinions. How the 13 states 
refused to ratify the Constitution 
until they were promised a free 
press would 
be guaranteed 
in 
amendments to be submitted later 
also was related.

Child Psychologist Gives Lecture 
For I OO Guests Of Women’s Club 


More than IOO guests attended the Business and Professional 
Women’s week celebration Thursday night at the Mary Patterson 
memorial, when the East Liverpool club entertained members of other 
clubs as well as parent-teacher organizations throughout the city. 
Dr. Dwight L. Arnold, doctor of philosophy and director of re­

Child Who Misbehaves.” 
Dr. Arnold was humorous in his 
introduction and quoted his own 
definition of a psychologist as “A 
person who knows how to raise 
other people’s children.” He spoke 
on four types of children: the slow 
child, the rejected child, the fail­ 
ing child and the bored child. 
"When a child does something 
wrong it is his background. To 
provide them an opportunity to 
grow In the right kind of environ­ 
ment is our duty to them. We 
have not grown up in regards to 
the children, who are mentally 
slow and that is the .first thing 
that should be taught grownups. 
Instead of aiding them, we hinder 
them,” Dr. Arnold caid. 
He urged that a school system 
be made available by the state to 
Uke care of mentally retarded 
children and declared "It Is a 
crime , the number of children In 
the state of Ohio who are mentally 
reUrded and will never be able 


to attend school through lack of 
educational facilities. 
“The most Important function 
in a home Is affection and love 
for the child, not control. When 
children 
misbehave there is a 
cause. The basic thing Is to at­ 
tempt to understand the child and 
draw him closer. We can reduce 
delinquency and solve problems 
of child growth and education 
whenever we are willing to pay 
the price.”

Group Reaffirms Refusal To 


Collaborate With Soviet

BOSTON, Oct. 15—The American 
Federation of Labor terminated its 
convention Thursday with an at 
tack on American Communists and 
an emphatic reaffirmation of its 
refusal to collaborate with Soviet 
trade unions on wartime problems. 
The delegates reelected Presi­ 
dent William Green for bls 20th 
term. Secretary-Treasurer George 
Meany and all 13 vice presidents; 
assailed labor conscription and gov­ 
ernment by "directives” and sharp­ 
ly condemned the wage control au­ 
thority vested in Stabilisation Di­ 
rector Fred M. Vinson. 
New Orlssns Selected 
A propoped constitutional amend­ 
ment permitting the federation to 
examine the membership records of 
affiliated unions was blocked tem­ 
porarily. New Orleans was chosen 
for the 1944 convention. 
A committee report adopted by 
the convention, said: 
"The fundamental difference be­ 
tween the federation and the gov­ 
ernment-controlled Russian unions 
sre so glaring that no liaison be­ 
tween the two is now remotely 
possible." 
Asserting that no aspect of inter­ 
national labor relations has been 
“more wilfully misinterpreted,” the 
report added that “American Com­ 
munists, who have been most vocal 
in the campaign to induce the fed­ 
eration to join the Anglo-Soviet 
committee, did not enter the cam­ 
paign with clean hands. 
The federation does not ques­ 


tion the motives of the Russian 
government in pursuing a course 
deemed necessary for its national 
interests and security. 
“But we do question and vigor­ 
ously oppose the right to its par­ 
tisans abroad to espouse Russian 
policies to the detriment of the in­ 
terests of their own country.”

Kobuta and Bea­ 
ver is being hampered for lack of 
editable housing for the employes, 
Mrs. Lois Patterson reminded to­ 
day as she appealed for assistance 
in alleviating the situation. 
The manager of the Beaver war 
housing agency at Rochester urged 
residents of the East Liverpool- 
Chester area to give serious con­ 
sideration to converting their prop­ 
erties to provide homes for these 
workers. 
2 Methods Available 
There are two methods of con 
version under the national housing 
agency, she said. 
One is federal 
conversion, where the government 
leases 
the 
property 
for 
seven 
years and the- second is private 
conversion. 
“We hope the major part of the 
conversion program will be done 
through private 
financing,” she 
said, “as the government does not 
plan to take over empty lots and 
build apartment houses on them 
However, it is eager to assist in 
remodeling present houses or build­ 
ings into homes for workers.” 
The housing manager has out­ 
lined these points which she be­ 
lieves may be bothering the prop 
erty owner who wishes to remodel 
under private conversion: 
If the owner can finance his own 
conversion project, or can get as­ 
sistance from private financing in 
stitutions, he need not leape his 
property to the government and 
thereby may retain management of 
it. 
The first step, she said, is to 
contact the war housing center at 
Rochester to learn if his property 
is suitably located for occupancy 
by war workers. 
Free Technical Help 
Free technical Information and 
preliminary architectural service, 
together with a cost estimate, will 
he provided by the housing center 
It the owner so desires. 
Mrs. 
Patterson 
said 
private 
property owners and builders, who 
agree to convert their structures 
into quarters for war workers, are 
entitled to the same high priority 
ratings 
as 
government* financed 
housing, and will receive critical 
building materials. 
She advises all persons interest* 
ed in private or federal conversion 
to contact the representative of 
the Reaver war housing center, 
who is available each Friday from 
IO a. rn. to 4 p. rn. in the George 
H. Owen Co.’s office on Washing­ 
ton st.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15—An old 
law once intended to prevent too* 
rapid rise of youngsters to high 
army position is blocking the pro­ 
motion of five young generals who 
it seems aren’t “generals" after all 


—just yet 
The five all hold the temporary 
rank of lieutenant general hut still 
are listed in their permanent rank 
of lieutenant coionel. They are: 
Mark W. Clark, commanding gen­ 
eral of the Fifth Allied army 
storming through Italy. 
Ira C. Eaker, commander of the 
Eighth air forces blasting the reich 
from English bases. 
George C. Kenney, chief of Mac- 
Arthur’s air forces in the New 
Guinea-Solomons area. 
Walter B. Smith, Gen. Eisen­ 
hower’s chief-bf-staff. 
Thomas T. Handy, chief of oper­ 
ations for the war department 
President Roosevelt r e c e n t l y 
nominated them to be brigadier 
generals in the regular army, ask­ 


ing that necessary legislation he 
enacted to remove a 28-year serv­ 
ice requirement 
None of the five has those 28 
years of continuous commissioned 
service. 
The senate passed a hill remov­ 
ing the service requirement and 
stipulating that brigadier generals 
of the line shall be appointed from 
among officers permanently com­ 
missioned in the regular army and 
ranking not below k lieutenant 
colonel “and who have demonstrat­ 
ed by actual and extended service” 
that they are qualified to he chief 
of any army branch. 
The house military committee 
has sidetracked the legislation, at 
least temporarily, aud some of its 
members predicted Thursday it 


never will tee the light of day. 
Meanwhile, the nominations of the 
five generals are being held up. 
House committeemen said pri­ 
vately the legislaltion might be 
used to play favoritism in the war 
department by permitting promo­ 
tions of younger officers ahead of 
veterans.
